Mrmphis, April 5.—Another disas­ 
trous break in the Mississippi occurred 
at Flower Lake, six miles below Tunica, 
Miss. The crevasse is 250 feet wide and 
fully 16 feet deep and the water is pour­ 
ing through the opening with fearful 
velocity. 
This will probably be the 
most destructive break that has occurred 
in the delta. 
The most fertile farm 
lands of Mississippi, lying in Cohoma, 
La Flore, Quitman and Tallahatchie 
counties, in the northern part of the 
state, will be inundated and the newly 
planted corn crops will be laul in waste. 
Fortunately no loss of life is reported, 
the inhabitants of this stricken section 
having made preparations for just such 
a catastrophe as exists there today. The 
oondition of the poorer classes through­ 
out the flooded area is indeed critical. 
Thousands of refugees are being hud­ 
dled on the levees and spots of land 
waiting for relief. 
The towns of Rose- 
dale and Tunica report that everything 
possible is being done for these poor 
people, but that funds and provisions 
are fast becoming exhausted. 
In the 
little city of Rosedale alone 1,200 refu­ 
gees are being cared for by the citizens. 
Half a hundred towns stand in six feet 
of water and the Yellow stream is creep­ 
ing np slowly but surely. 
Advices just received tell of a break 
in the levee two miles south of Helena, 
Ark. 
This is the levee for which the 
people of southeastern Arkansas have 
made snch a desperate fight. 
The 
waters from this break will flood a 
great area and in all probabilities will 
back np into the streets of Helena. The 
relief steamer, Ora Lee, arrived at Mar­ 
ianna. Ark.. Late last night, having 
made an expedition up the St. Francis 
river. 
Ther« were on board 160 refu­ 
gees and 200 head of 
cattle. 
The 
steamer went up the St. Francis river 
as far as Cat Off and then worked her 
way down stream, rescuing 
people 
from perilous positions. 
The suffering 
along the St Francis river is appalling.

C h e y e n n e . Wy,, April 0 .—-Reports of 
losses sustained by cattlemen during the 
recent storm are coming iu slowly.

Most of the French journals have n 
salle de depeches, where bulletins are 
displayed and a museum of relics of the 
paper is kept 
French journalism la 
much more personal in regard to its lit­ 
erary composition than that of England 
or America. 
A large proportion of the 
articles are signed w ith the names of 
the writers, even when the work ifl 
more or less of a routine nature, such 
as the sporting or law departments of 
the paper. On the other hand, the own­ 
ership of newspapers is less frequently 
lodged in single hands than is the case 
in America. 
Very many of the French 
papeis are owned by companies or asso­ 
ciations, while the stock of several of 
the best known, such as The Figaro and 
Petit Journal, is bought and sold daily 
cm the Stock Exchange, the quotations 
appearing as regularly as those of rail­ 
way shares or Government bonds. 
The circulation of all but a very few 
of the Paris papers varies enormously, 
according to the contents. 
If a paper 
contains a striking article, well adver­ 
tised previously, or if itsfeuilleton, con­ 
tinued story or memoirs, which most of 
the ftench journals oonsider an essen­ 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
well known author, the circulation will 
run up 60,000 or 100,000 in a week 
and drop again as soon as the special 
fcstn!1* i* 
I** Jfvnv 
began publishing M. Henri Rochefort’s 
memoirs, its circulation went up five­ 
fold, although the price of the paper 
bad been doubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone. 
The French press is much more con­ 
centrated in the capital than that of 
other European countries. In Germany, 
for instance, it is not the press of Berlin 
that has the largest circulation or the 
greatest influence. In this, as in many 
other matters, however, the French 
press only hears out the saying that 
“ Paris is France.”—Cbautauquau.

SK ATING IN OLD DAYS. 


Wm> *h. Onnrt RnMiine PnimUr l l New 
York City. 
While skating is now one of the most 
popular sport* of the winter season it 
is only comparatively a few years since 
it has beoome so in this city. When the 
Central park was being constructed in 
1860 and the small artificial lake at 
Fifty-ninth street was nrnrly completed, 
the park commissioners announced that 
it would be thrown open for the use of 
skaters. 
A few men took advantage of 
the invitation, but women could not be 
induced to go on the ice. The skates 
then in use were of the most antique 
pattern, some of the runners extending 
a long way in front of the foot, ending 
in a riugJike curL 
In a crowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, and the 
first year skating was anything except 
popular. 
During the next winter the larger 
lake at the upper end of the mall was 
in such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here there was more room 
for the sport, but still the women could 
not be induced to venture on the ioe. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice and organized 
the New York Skating club, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost even 
with the sole of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap was done 
«way 
with, the runner being fixed to the sole 
while in use by a ball and socxet and 
held firmly with a clamp. 
These be­ 
came popular that winter with the men, 
and a lighter kind was made for wom­ 
en. 
The prejudice, however, still ex­ 
isted among the latter, until the club 
invited a lady, who was a fine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen­ 
tral park and skate with the club. This 
lady wore a pretty and appropriate 
dress, similar to that worn in winter by 
women skaters in Europe, 
and she 
created such a sensation by her artistio 
skating as to attract much notice. The 
result was that before the season ended 
several young ladies were induced by 
the club to venture on the ice, and the 
season of 1862-8 found many, with 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport. 
A series of carnivals were arranged 
by the club during the following season, 
and skating in the evening became one 
of the fashionable winter amusements. 
—New York Mail and Express.

deceived a bee. Apelles, indeed, thought 
it legitimate praise to hear that the 
birds came to pick the grapes which he 
had painted on the archon’s wall at 
Athens, but painting has illusion for 
Its proper object. 
There is, we repeat, 
an unmistakable air of reproach and re­ 
buke to modern fashion in this little 
anecdote of the bee at the London gar­ 
den party, which warned beauty and 
youth bow artificial they are in the way 
of becoming, to the point of upsetting 
the orderly course of things, and mak­ 
ing even the bees and butterflies skepti­ 
cal about flowers. 
We shall not pursue 
this line of moralizing nevertheless; 
in the first place because every line 
which could l>e written would but add 
to the undesired pride and complacency 
of the artificial flower makers, who will 
soon, we suppose, offer to supply out 
gardens and greenhouses, and, in tha 
next, because the strongest representa­ 
tions of reason and of taste are vainly 
made against the mysterious goddess of 
fashion. Sue will go on decreeing what 
extravagance, what enormity, what bar­ 
barism pleases her and her votaries— 
not ashamed because a honey bee took 
' her false blossoms for true ones, but de­ 
lighted at the compliment, and bent up­ 
on fresh devices to mislead and cajola 
the world which humbly obeys her 
dates.

A Scientist Haa Womb«red the Dm* 
tlelM In th« Very Pur««» Air. 
It has always been believed that there 
could be no dust in the air of midooean, 
or upon mountain peaks thousands of 
feet above 
the sea level where the 
snows are eternal. But scienoe has re­ 
cently demonstrated that such is not the 
case. It has even gone farther than 
finding dust in these places. 
It has 
counted, with the utmost accuracy, the 
number of particles In a cubio cent! 
meter. 
Dust measurements were made frow 
air over the open ocean and In moun­ 
tain regions at altitudes from 6,000 feot 
to more than 18,000 feet. On the B lee- 
horn, in Switzerland, which forms part 
of the Alpine chain, containing the 
Rothhora and Weisshorn, rising about 
9,000 feet above the Zermatt valley on 
the east, and some 8,000 feet from that 
of Ziani on the west, the observations 
showed that at an deration of 6,700 
feet there were 950 dust partioles in a 
cubic centimeter, which measures a lit­ 
tle over one-third of an inch. At 8,400 
feet elevation only 513 dust particles 
were found, and at 18,600 feet above 
the sea the number diminished to 157 
per cubio centimeter. 
Over the Indian ocean the average 
number of dust particles in a cubic cen­ 
timeter was less than 500 for seven out 
ol nine days, and on five days was less 
than 400. During a thick fog in the At­ 
lantic the air was found to contain 8,120 
dust partioles per cubic centimeter, 
while in the dear region just beyond 
the fog there were only 280 dust parti­ 
cles in the same space. 
Probably even few men of science 
would be able to tell how these parti­ 
cles could be counted, but a wonderful 
little instrument has been devised which 
makes the task an easy one. 
The dust 
counter which Mr. Fridlander employs 
contains a chamber into which air can 
be introduced saturated wAth water va­ 
por. Then it is slightly and quickly cool­ 
ed. 
Owing to the fall of temperature, 
condensation of vapor takes place on the 
dust nuclei, whloh then fall on tc a mi­ 
crometer plate at tbe bottom of the 
chamber, where they are rendered easi­ 
ly visible for counting by the water lay­ 
er wbioh coats them.—New York Jot*e 
naL

Memphis, April 5.—Another disas­ 
trous break in the Mississippi occurred 
at Flower Lake, six miles below Tunica, 
Miss. The crevasse is 250 feet wide and 
fully 15 feet deep and the water is pour­ 
ing through the opening with fearful 
velocity. 
This will probably be the 
most destructive break that has occurred 
in the delta. 
The most fertile farm 
lands of Mississippi, lying in Cohoma, 
La Flore, Quitman and Tallahatchie 
counties, in the northern part of the 
state, will be inundated and the newly 
planted cora crops will be laid in waste. 
Fortunately no loss of life is reported, 
the inhabitants of this stricken section 
having made preparations for just such 
a catastrophe as exists there today. The 
condition of the poorer classes through­ 
out tho flooded area is indeed critical. 
Thousands of refugees are being hud­ 
dled on the levee* and spots of land 
waiting for relief. 
The towns of Rose­ 
dale and Tunica report that everything 
possible is being done for these poor 
people, bat that fnnds and provisions 
are fast becoming exhausted. 
In the 
little city of Rosedale alone 1,200 refu­ 
gees are being oared for by the citizens. 
Half a hundred towns stand in six feet 
of water and the Yellow stream is creep­ 
ing up slowly but surely. 
Advices just received tell of a break 
in the levee two miles south of Helena, 
Ark. This is the levee for which the 
people of southeastern Arkansas have 
made snch a desperate fight. 
The 
waters from this break will flood a 
great area and in all probabilities will 
hack ap into the streets of Helena. The 
relief steamer, Ore Lee, arrived at Mar­ 
ianna, Ark., late last night, having 
made an expedition up the St. Francis 
river. There were on board 160 refu­ 
gees and 200 head of 
rattle. 
The 
steamer went up the St. Francis river 
as far ae Cat Off aud then worked her 
way down stream, rescuing 
people 
from perilous positions. 
The suffering 
along the St Francis river is appalling. 
The water throughout the entire neigh­ 
boring country is from 6 to 15 feet deep. 
The relief boat had on board the body 
of Mrs. Mc Main of Baggio City. 
The 
body was found at Baggio and it was 
taken to Marianna for burial. 
At Memphis last night the river was 
slowly rising, the gauge registering 
86.4 feet, 
At points below Vicksburg 
the river is rising. 
It is the general 
opinion of old river men here if the 
levees below Vicksburg hold the great 
volume of water in its regular channel 
it will be little short of a miracle.

Mo., April 5.—Grand river 
is still coming np and the bottoms are 
completely under water, causing mach 
damage. 
Weldon bridge, four miles 
north, was washed out and considerable 
timber of the Quincy, Omaha and Kan­ 
sas City railway extension has been 
lost.

B rlvHegos of R epresentatives. 
In “ Tliis Country of Ours,” in The 
Century, ex-President Harrison gives 
this interesting view of the workings cd 
congress: “ A m ajority of each house, 
under the constitution, constitutes a 
quorum for the transaction of business. 
If a quorum is not present and that fact 
is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, busi­ 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But the mem hers present are em pow­ 
ered by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and ‘to compel the attend­ 
ance of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house 
may provide. ’ ’ A great deal of business is 
done in both the senate and the house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call. The sergeant-at- 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
social receptions and dinners, bot al­ 
ways an unw elcome one when he comes 
to demand the attendance of truant sen­ 
ators or members upon their respective 
houses. One-flfth of the members pres­ 
ent may demand a vote by yeas and 
nays, and the vote m ust be recorded in 
the journal which each house is required 
to keep of its proiwedings. This journal 
does not include the debates, which are, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Record. 
"T he senator* and members are priv­ 
ileged from arrest, except for treason, 
felony or breach of the peace, white in 
attendance upon their respective houses 
and while going to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. 
A member may 
be punished by the house to which he 
belongs for disorderly behavior, and by 
a two-third* vote of the house may be 
expelled. ”

French journalism ta 
much more personal in regard to its lit­ 
erary composition than that of England 
or America, A large proportion of the 
articles are signed with the names of 
the writers, even when the work is 
more or less of a routine nature, such 
as the sporting or law departments of 
the paper. On the other hand, the own­ 
ership of newspapers is less frequently 
lodged in single bands than is Ute case 
in America. 
Very many of the French 
papers are owned by companies or asso­ 
ciations, while the stock of several of 
the best known, such as The Figaro and 
Petit Journal, is bought and Bold daily 
on the Stock Exchange, the quotations 
appearing as regularly as those of rail­ 
way shares or Government bond* 
The circulation of all but a very few 
of the Paris papers varies enormously, 
according to the con ten ta If a paper 
contains a striking article, well adver­ 
tised previously, or if its feuilleton, con­ 
tinued stoxy or memoirs, which most of 
the French journals consider an essen­ 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
well known author, the circulation will 
nm up 50,000 or 100,000 in a week 
and drop again as soon as the special 
feature is discontinued. When Le Jour 
began publishing M. Henri Rochefort’s 
memoirs, its circulation went up five­ 
fold, although the price of the paper 
had been doubled in order to make hay 
while the sun shone. 
The French press is much more con 
centra ted in the capital than that of 
other European countries. In Germany, 
for instance, it is not the press of Berlin 
that has the largest circulation or the 
greatest influence. In this, as in many 
other matters, however, the French 
press only bears out the saying that 
“ Paris is France. ”—Chautauqua^

S p ort Became P op u lar l a N ew 
Y ork C ity. 
While skating is now one of the most 
popular sports of the w inter season it 
is only comparatively a few years since 
it ha* become so in this city. When the 
Central park was being constructed in 
1860 and the small artificial lake at 
Fifty-ninth street was nearly completed, 
the park commissioners announced that 
it would be thrown open for the use of 
skaters. 
A few men took advantage of 
the invitation, but women could not be 
induced to go on til© ice. 
The skates 
then in use were of the most antique 
pattern, some of the runners extending 
a long way in front of the foot, ending 
in a ringlike curb In a crowd these 
skates were quite dangerous, and the 
first year skating was anything except 
popular. 
During the next winter the larger 
lake at the upper end of the mall was 
in such condition that it could be used 
for skating. Here there was more room 
for the sport, but still the women could 
not be induced to venture on the ioe. 
A number of gentlemen determined to 
overcome this prejudice and organized 
the New York Skating dub, having a 
regulation patterned skate, almost even 
w ith the sole of the boot, which was 
laced up tight to the ankle, while the 
objectionable strap was done 
away 
with, the runner being fixed to the sole 
while in use by a bail and socket and 
held firmly w ith a clamp. 
These be­ 
came popular that w inter w ith the men, 
and a lighter kind was made for wom­ 
en. 
The prejudice, however, still ex­ 
isted among the latter, until the du b 
invited a lady, who was a fine skater, 
from Portland, Me., to visit the Cen­ 
tral park and skate w ith the club. This 
lady wore a pretty and appropriate 
dress, sim ilar to that worn in winter by 
women skaters in Europe, 
and she 
created such a sensation by her artistic 
skating as to attract much notice. 
The 
result was that before the season ended 
several young ladies were induced by 
the d u b to venture on the ice, and the 
season of 1862-8 found many, w ith 
pretty costumes, enjoying the sport. 
A series of carnivals were arranged 
by the club during the following season, 
and skating in the evening became one 
of the fashionable winter amusements. 
—New York Mail and Express.

DUSTY BY ACTUAL COUNT. ~ 


A S cien tist Ha* Ifn m bered th e D uet F e e . 
tid e * In th e V ery P o r e d A ir. 
It has always been believed that there 
could be no dust in the air of midooean, 
or upon mountain peaks thousands of 
feet above 
the sea level where the 
snows are eternal. But science has re­ 
cently demonstrated that such is not the 
case. 
It has even gone farther than 
finding dust in these places. 
It has 
counted, with the utmost accuracy, th© 
number of particles in a cubio centi 
meter. 
Dust measurements were made frow 
air over the open ocean and in moun­ 
tain regions at altitudes from 6,000 feet 
to more than 18,000 feet. On the Blea- 
hom, in Switzerland, which forms part 
of the Alpine chain, containing th* 
Hothhorn and Weisahom, rising about 
0,000 feet above the Zermatt valley on 
the east, and some 8,000 feet from that 
of Ziani on the west, the observations 
showed that at an elevation of 6,700 
feet there were 950 dust particles in a 
cubic centimeter, which measures a lib 
tie over one-third of an inch. At 8,400 
feet elevation only 518 dust particles 
vt ere found, and at 18,600 feet above 
the sea the number diminished to 167 
per cubio centimeter. 
Over the Indian ocean the average 
number of dust particles in a cubio cen­ 
tim eter was less than 500 for seven out 
of nine days, and on five days was less 
•ban 400. During a thick fog in the At­ 
lantic the air wa* found to contain 8,180 
dust particles per cubic centimeter, 
while in the clear region just beyond 
the fog there were only 880 dust parti­ 
cle* iu the same space. 
Probably even few men of science 
would be able to tell how these parti- 
oles could be counted, but a wonderful 
little instrument has been devised which 
makes the task an easy one. 
The dual 
counter which Mr. Fridlander employs 
& chamber into which air ess 
be introduced saturated w*th water va­ 
por. Then it is slightly and quickly cool- 
od. 
Owing to the fall of tem perature 
condensation of vapor takes place on the 
dust nuclei, which then fall on to a mi­ 
crometer plate at the bottom of the 
chamber, where they are rendered o.uti. 
ly visible tor counting by the water lay 
er which coats them .—-New York Jon#

Apelles, indeed, thought 
it legitim ate praise to hear that the 
birds came to pick the grapes which he 
had painted on the archon’s wall at 
Athens, but painting has illusion for 
Its proper object. There is, we repeat, 
an unmistakable air of reproach and re­ 
buke to modem fashion in this little 
anecdote of the bee at the London gar­ 
den party, which warned beauty and 
youth how artificial they are in the way 
of becoming, to the point of upeetting 
the orderly course of things, and m ak­ 
ing even tho bees and butterflies skepti­ 
cal about flowers. 
We shall not pursue 
this line of moralizing nevertheless; 
in the first place because every line 
which could be w ritten would but add 
to the undesired pride and complacency 
of the artificial flower makers, who will 
soon, we suppose, offer to supply our 
gardens and greenhouses, mid, in the 
next, because the strongest representa­ 
tions of reason and of taste are vainly 
made against the mysterious goddess of 
fashion.
